Shall we never master tin' languages 
of beasts, as even the parrot and the 
starling will in their own automatic 
way master portions of ours V To a 
certain extent this has been accom- 
plished A hunter tries to imitate by 
Ins "calls" the cries of the animals he 
is luring to their destruction, and is 
often successful in an exact ratio to 
his skill in this rough acquaintance 
with the speech of the lower animals. 
Mr. Henderson, as American "gunner." 
has. managed to set. the cries of some 
of the game birds in musical notation, 
and finds thai the) are quite as uni- 
form as are the same words spoken by 

different persona. They have their

Some of these songs 
are stereotyped, but no more than 
one occasion the songsters have been 
noticed to extemporize w hen the mood 
took them, l'or example, the 
often varies before and after rain, in 
spring, and autumn ; while one of the 
redbreast's songs is to the same tune 
as that to which the spinning girls 
sang fifty years ago while reeling their 
yarn.
